This June 2. the world will 
watch as the young Queen is 
crowned in histeric pageantry in 
Westminster Abbey. ¢ 

Blizabeth, who will be 27 years 
old a few weeks before the event, 
is the first female sovereign of 
Britain since Queen Victoria,

Farm Price Supports. 


During the current fiscal year, the 
Federal Government paid out nearly $33,- 
000,000 to support farm prices, chiefly beef 
and pork. Had it not been for this price sup- 
port, without a doubt a terrific slump would 
have occurred in the cattle and hog market 
over a period of several weeks. However, 
the market is now open to the United States 
and prices have levelled off, so it will no 
longer be necessary, at least under present 
conditions,.- to have Government price 
support.. 

This price support has proven without 
doubt:a wise and prudent move both for the 
Canadian producer and for our Canadian 
economy as a whole. 


‘Note and Comment 


India’s wheat harvest is now nearing 
completion and is a little larger than the 
previous crops for the last two years, accord- 
ing to preliminary forecasts. The yield and 
acreage are both expected to be larger than 
that of a year ago. The first indications 
estimated a crop of 225 million bushels, which 
compares with the 1952 official estimate of 
215 million bushels. Even with this larger 
crop imports are still expected to be between 
65 and 70 million bushels to take care of the 
country’s: requirements.

There is a general feeling in Canada 
that Divorce Laws could be improved 

An old Quebec law says that marriage 
can only be dissolved only by the death of one 
of the partners. This was confirmed by Con- 
federation, so there are no Divorce Courts in 
Quebec. In all the other provinces except 
Newfoundland, ‘the Superior Courts have 
jurisdiction. 

In Nova Scotia, cruelty is a_ possible 
cause for divorce but, in all the other prov- 
inces, adultry is the only grounds considered. 


-In Eire and South Carolina, there are no 
divorces granted but other countries recog- 
nize divorce for various reasons, In New Zea- 
land, there are eleven grounds recognized. 
Britain has recently widened her laws and, in 
some of the States of the Union, the grounds 
are so wide that a very undesirable condition 
exists. 

A special Aet of Parliament must be 
passed to grant a divorce at Ottawa. It must 
passS both Houses and receive the assent of 
the Governor General. The evidence is heard 
by a Senate Committee and many a sad story 
of cruelty, drunkenness, desertion, selfish- 
ness and shame is heard, Some, even without 
a blush and even with boastfulness, admit the 
crime of adultery. Every one of the cases 
is a domestic tragedy and all the witnesses 
are carefully questioned and their veracity 
judged. Parliament does not break up homes. 
The homes are hopelessly wrecked and per- 
manently broken up before the party comes 
for a divorce. The opposed cases take long 
hours and days of the time of the committee 
and, generally, there is some money settle- 
ment involved and that is the reason for the 
opposition.

The Result Was Good 


The Price Maintenance Bill which was 
passed by the Liberal Government during 
the second session of 1951, and opposed so 
strenuously by the Opposition, has turned 
out even more successful than was antici- 
‘pated by its most ardent supporters.

_ Mayer Dies In 
Stettler

Crossfield and district were 
shocked and saddened to hear of 
the passing of yet another of 
their pioneers, on Wednesday, 
May. 20. 

When found by his son, William 


Murdoch had apparently suffered 
a heart seizure while loading a car 


of grain for the Alta. Pool Ele-: 


vator, for which he had _ been 
agent for 25 vears. 

The late Mr. Murdoch was born 
in Calgary and was the son of the 
late Mr. and Mrs. George Murdoch 
who were pioneers of Calgary, ar- 
riving there by ox cart in 1883, 
Mr. Murdoch to become the first 
mayor of Calgary. 

When the Willow, Spring Ranch 
was established in | Crossfield, 
owned by Frank Gollicutt, the late 
Bill Murdoch spent. many years 
there, his sister being Mrs. Frank 
Collicutt. Later he married and 
settled west of Crossfield, but the 
terrible ’flu epidemic bereaved 
*him of his wife 

The next few vears he was rec- 
ognized axa cattle buyer and later 
remarried and settled iw the town 
of Crossfield, where ‘he handled 
insurance. In 1928 he and his wife 
went to Clive where he became an 
elevator agent for the Alta. Wheat 


Pool, and remained so until his 
death, in Stettler, last Wednes- 
dav. 


He was a member of the Cross- 
field and District Old Timer’s As- 
sociation, and always tried*to be 
on hand for the Annual Round- 
up, where he took a snecial de- 
light in renewing acquaintances, 

Here also, he would meet his 
brother Cal. (named Calgary Al- 
berta) and his wife. and Mr, and 
Mrs. Collicutt, the later being his 
sister Maggie, and Mr. and Mrs. 
George Murdoch. This latter broth- 
er George was the manager. for 
years, of the famous Willow 


‘Spring’s Ranch whose owner Frank. 


Colieutt retired in 1947, after re- 
ceiving nation wide prominence 
with his nure-bred Hereford herd. 
Resides his wife he leaves two 
children, a son William of Stet- 
tler-and Mrs. Jack Clarke (Viv- 
fen) of Winnineg; one sister Mrs. 
Frank Collicttt, Calgarv: two 
brothers George of Calgary and 
Calgary (Cal) of Cayley. 
Burial took nlace in the family 
plot in the Union Cemetery at 
Calgary at 1:30 p.m., and was 
conducted from Jaques Funeral 


Home, Canon A. D. Currie of- 
ficiated at the service and left 
a comforting message with the 


bereaved family.
